Happily, this ordeal passed off 
smoothly and then the royal party 
moved among the remainder of the 
guests in the picture gallery, where 
most were assembled. 

It was a most magnificent scene. 
Gold, the predominant color, favored 
most of the Queens and Princesses, 
and the somber court dress of the 
men, brightened up with a military 
order, provided a picturesque, color- 
ful relief. 

Looking down from the picture 
gallery, One was amazed at the jew- 
elry display. There was a positive 
sea of tiaras, diamond brooches -.nd 
bracelets. After Queen Mary’s, the 
jewels most strikingly noticeable 
were those of Lady Londonderry, 
which are reputed to be the most 
luxurious and rarest, second onlv 
to the crown jewels.

Hearing Lasts Eight Minutes. 

The court action today required 
exactly eight minutes. Neither Lady 
Ashley nor Fairbanks was in court 
but Lord Ashley was. 

Ashley gave evidence supporting 
his petition and called as a witness 
a “Mr. Edwards” who he said had 
acted as private secretary to Fair- 
banks from September, 1933. 

Lord Ashley testified he and his 
wife had lived together in compara- 
tive happiness after their mar- 
riage, Feb, 3, 1927, until Lady Ash- 
iey went to America in January, 
1928, contrary to his wishes, and 
they had not lived together since. 

Subsequently, Lord Ashley con- 
tinued, he received information of 
Lady Ashley’s association with 
Fairbanks. He charged misconduct 
at the Hyde Park Hotel and a 


which Fairbanks had taken in the 
country. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, appearing 
for the petitioner, said there were

Leroy F. Harris, indicted by the 
St. Louis Federal grand jury June 
30 on a charge of using the mails 


to further a scheme to defraud, and 
whom the Government was at- 
tempting to bring to St. Louis for 
trial, killed himself in Chicago yes- 
terday by jumping from a twenty- 
first floor window of the Palmer 
House. He stabbed himself before 
jumping. 

A dispatch yesterday, teliing of 
the fatal leap, gave the name as 
Roy G. Harris. Today it was 
learned that the suicide was Leroy 
F, Harris, and that he was sched- 
uled to appear today before United 
States Commissionar E. K. Walker 
in Chicago, for a hearing as to his 
removal to St. Louis. 

A Chicago dispatch says that 
Harris, who was 47 years old, was 
employed recently as an appraiser 
by the Home Owners’ Loan Corpo- 
ration. Monday he went to the 
Palmer House and engaged a room. 
The room given him was on the 
ninth floor, and at his request, he 
was twice moved to a higher floor, 
until he reached the twenty-first. 

He mailed letters Monday night 
to two Chicago friends, telling them 
he would jump from the hotel win- 
dow at 10 a. m. Tuesday. The two 
friends ,on getting the letters in 
Teusday’s mail, hastened to the 
hotel, and starting for Harris’ room, 
met a hysterical maid who had just 
seen his fatal plunge. The body 
was found on a sixth floor landing. 
A bouquet of yellow flowers was in 
hi shand. Befure jumping, Harris 
haa jabbed hi wrists and throat 
with a pair of scissors, but it did 
not appear that these wounds 
would have been fatal. 

Harris was formerly a Chicago 
real estate dealer, with a South 
Side office. 

The mail fraud with which Har- 
ris was charged was in the sale of 
distributers’ rights for a brewery 
which he had no authority to rep- 
resent. As letters figuring in the 
deal were received in St. Louis, 
jurisdiction in the case lay here. 

Harris was alleged to have writ- 
ten from Chicago to the Fairmount 
Bottling Co., 1820 Cooper street, o- 
fering to sell the concern exclusive 
rights, in the St. Louis trade terri- 
tory, to handle the products of the 
Mutual Brewery of Chicago. Vin- 
cent Trilola and Sylvester Riggio 
were partners in the Fairmount 
Co., and Trilola went to Chicago, 
where, it was charged, Harris got 
$1000 from him for the distribution 
rights.

STRIKE AT LOS ANGELES 


Regional Labor Board Tells 
Washington It Can Do 
Nothing More, 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 28. — An- 
nouncing a hopeless deadlock had 
been reached in negotiations to set- 
tle the Los Angeles street car 
strike, the Federal Regional Labor 
Board adjourned las* night and 
telegraphed Washington it could do 
nothing further. 

The Labor Relations Board at 
Washington has ordered P. A, Don- 
oghue, its West Coast regional su- 
pervisor, to come here immediately 
to attempt to settle the strike. Don- 
oghue is expected to arrive tonight. 
The National Mediation Board will 
come to Los Angeles by plane Sat- 
urday night to try to avert a threat- 
ened strike on the Pacific Electric 
Railway, an interurban line. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 strik- 
ers took charge of a street car at 
Vermont avenue and Pico boulevard 


in the west central part of the city, 
ordered everyone off, and tipped 
the car over at the intersection, 
tying up more than 50 other street 
cars and automobile traffic more 
than two hours.

“The Los Angeles railway strike 
is now a lockout. 

“The company maintains that be- 
cause notice was posted the night 
before the strike, threatening dis- 
missal to all who failed to report, 
those who struck are no longer em- 
ployes. 

“The Amalgamated Association 
of Street & Electric Railway Em- 
ployes has suspended all members 
now at work.

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BAIL DENIED IN KILLING 
UF BRIDE AND PRIEST 


Hearing in New York Monday 
for Young Husband Who 
Shot Pair. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28. — Joseph 
Lieb Steinmetz, 22-year-old former 
theological student, is held without 
bail in the Tombs, pending a hear- 
ing Monday on charges of killing 
his 17-year-old bride of three weeks 


a Catholic priest, in a hotel room. 
He is said to be on the verge of 
collapse. 

Meyer Machlis, attorney for Stein- 
metz, indicated the “unwritten law” 
would be pleaded as a defense. 
Through his counsel Steinmetz 
declared he found his. bride, former 
Hollywood dancer, and Father 
Leonard “in an embarrassing situa- 
tion” in the latter’s room. 

Then, said Machlis, “everything 
went black in front of Steinmetz” 
and he grabbed his pistol from 
Father Leonard’s coat where it had 
been placed for safekeeping and 
“blazed away.” 

“There’s not a jury in the world 
that will convict this boy,” said 
Machlis. “The defense is obvious.” 

As the District Attorney called 
11 witnesses before the grand jury 
considering the case, the city’s 
medical examiners announced that 
their autopsy of Father Leonard's 
body showed he had been “com- 
pletely intoxicated.” 

Mrs. Steinmetz, whose father 
said she was the granddaughter of 
Samuel Henry Piles, former ‘United 
States Senator of Seattle, Wash., 
now residing in Beverly Hills, Cal., 
was also intoxicated, but in a lesser 
degree, the physicians said. 

Machlis said Steinmetz, a Jew 
who studied for the Presbyterian 
ministry, told of meeting Father 
Leonard, who was chaplain at a 
home for the aged in Lawrence- 
ville, N. J., on Sunday night in the 
Knights of Columbus Hotel. 

On Monday morning he said the 
three had highballs, paid for by 
Father Leonard. Steinmetz said he 
was not a heavy drinker and got 
“very drunk.” 

Steinmetz, said Machlis, “remem- 
bered the priest inviting his wife 
to his (the priest’s) room and fol- 
lowed them 10 or 15 minutes later.” 
Machlis said it was then Steinmetz 
found his wife and Father Leonard 
“in an embarrassing situation.” 

Assistant District Attorney Saul 
Price said one of the witnesses 
questioned before entering tHe 
grand jury room was James Col- 
lins, a bellboy, who said he saw 
Steinmetz listening outside Father 
Leonard's room and heard him 
mutter: “My wife is in there con- 
fessing to the priest.” 

Machlis said the pistol used by 
Steinmetz had been bought by him 
at his wife’s suggestion on their 
honeymoon trip from Los Angeles. 

After Steinmetz remarked he 
“would join his wife and the priest” 
in a few days if he had a chance, 
police removed his prisoner’s belt 
and necktie.

$2,600,000 FOR RELIEF 
IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


Figures for Year Show Steady 
Monthly Increase in 
Expenditures. 


Relief in St. Clair County in the 
last year has cost the State and 
Federal Governments $2,677,664, in- 
cluding $198,863 administrative 


costs, according to a report by the 
Illinois Emergency Relief Commis- 
sion. 

Relief expenditures have _ in- 
creased nearly 200 per cent since 
January, climbing steadily from 
$120,554 for that month to $346,500 
for November. The actual amount 
expended in January was $150,843, 
but auditing and bookkeeping meth- 
ods employed by relief officials 
make it necessary to take the av- 
erage of December, January and 
February for a fair estimate. 

The allocation for October was 
$323,366 of which 19,069, or approx- 
imately 6 per cent, was spent for 
administration, although $5970 ad- 
ditional was paid to 85 office em- 
ployes under work relief appropria- 
tions. A total of 250 persons are 
employed by the relief organiza- 
tion. 

Until Oct. 15, relief costs were de- 
frayed out ofa $30,000,000 Federal 
loan grant and a $30,000,000 State 
bond issue, to be retired out of the 
State motor fuel tax. With these 
funds exhausted, however, the bur- 
den.is now being borne solely by. 
the Federal Government, and will 
continue to be until Jan. 15 when a 
new source of funds will be sought 
by the State. 

The number of families on relief 
has nearly doubled since the first 
of the year, increasing from 5972 
in January to 11,114 during October. 
During January, however, CWA 
jobs removed a large number of 
families from the relief rolls. Ap- 
proximately 2218 of these were re- 
turned after CWA was suspended 
March 31.

A comparison of average dis- 
bursements per family during Oc- 
tober shows higher allotments than 
those in adjacent cities and coun- 
ties. The St. Clair County average 
was $30.16, with 3.44 individuals re- 
garded as.an average family.

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TRACES OF POISON 
FOUND ON BODIES 
OF THREE GIRLS 


Discovery Made After 
Taking of New Death 
Masks of Child Victims at 
Carlisle, Pa. 


By the Associated Press. 

CARLISLE, Pa., Nov. 28.—Stan- 
ton Massey of Eckles College, Phila- 
delphia, announced today he had 
found tracs of poison in new death 
masks made last night of the three 
young girls found dead on a nearby 
hillside last Saturday. 

Massey said his report would be 
turned over to Dr. A. T. Haegele, 
Cumberland County Coroner, and 
that any further information would 
come from him. 

Massey decilned to say whether 
the new masks shed any light on 
the “cross scar” found on the fore- 
head of one of the children. This, 
too, he said, would be disclosed 
after his conference with Haegele. 

Trying to Link Two Cases. 

A connection between the three 
dead girls and the man a nd wom- 
an, shot to death at Duncansville, 
100 miles away, has been an objec- 
tive since the five bodies were 
found Saturday morning. 
Today Harry L. McElroy, chief of 
State police detectives, said ::the 
mass of clews and details is stead- 
ily linking the Duncansville and. 
Carlisle crimes into one.” 
McElroy has investigated many 
leads and, though many were dis- 
carded after long and wearisome 
tracing, he announced “We have a 
chain of circumstances that you 
can’t jump over.” 
Trails have led to New England, 
California and south to Baltimore. 
On the strength of information 
from lodging places within 100 
miles of Carlisle, the police are con- 
centrating major attention within 
Pennsylvania boundaries. The trail 
appears to run from South Lang- 
horne, east of Philadelphia, west 
to Duncansville. 

Several Reports Received. 

An adult pair and three children 
stopped at several places along that 
route, police have learned, but it 
has not been definitely established 
that they were the same five de- 
scribed at each point, or that they 
were the five whose bodies were 
found. 

State police are to question the 
woman proprietor of a tourist camp 
at South Langhorne on the Lincoln 
Highway, where the east-west lodg- 
ing trail starts. 

Another reported stoppig place 
was Gettysburg, about 15 or 20 
miles south of the place where the 
children were found. The descrip- 
tions given by two persons in that 
town corresponded with those of 
the five found dead. 

The police were checking {nfor- 
mation that a man and woman and 
three children were in Waynesboro, 
near the Maryland’ line. In all 
cases police were told the five were 
in a car with California license 
plates. 

Theory of Suffocation. 

A theory that the girls died of 
suffocation was advanced by an ex- 
amining pathologist, but no official 
verdict has been given by the Coro- 
ner. Murder and suicide was the 
police verdict in the deaths of the 
man.and woman. 

The theory the children might 
have been killed by a cult or sect 
or by a religious paranoiac was ex- 
pressed by Dr. Wilbur H. Norcross, 
head of the department of psychol- 
ogy of Dickinson College. He sug- 
gested they may have died at the 
hands of parents motivated by an 
urge to perform a religious sacri- 
fice. Others held the scar, in the 
form of a cross, was the result of 
a wound. 

Identifies Dead Man. 

State police announced at _ AlI- 
toona that Larry Carney of Phila- 
delphia had identified the body of 
the man found dead at Duncans- 
ville as a Horace Hughes whom he 
knew six years ago in San Fran- 
cisco, 

Carney previously had identified 
photographs of the man as Hughes. 
He said the man formerly lived on 
Geary street in San Francisco. 

Private William J. Witzel of the 
police said Carney felt sure of the 
identity after viewing the body. 

Carney asserted Hughes was the 
father of three children of about 
the same ages as the three girls 
found dead. 

Carney said the last time he saw 
Hughes was in Philadelphia on Nov. 
19. He met him, he told police, at 
Thirteenth and Market _§ streets 
while Hughes was on his way to 
the Fox Theater to see a movie. A 
stub from the theater was found in 
the pocket of the dead man. Car- 
ney’s description of glasses worn by 
his old acquaintance corresponded 
with those found near the body of 
the man. 

A Horace Hughes was found in 
San Francisco yesterday and said 
he did not know Carney.

The average continued about steady in 


cattle today under a modest pre-Thanksgiv- 
ing offering. Veal calves, again in light 
supply, pushed up a quarter to a $7 per 
cwt. top. 

Firm trading was indicated in the bet- 
ter steer classes, but plainer descriptions 
continued draggy and no better than steady. 
Sales were largely in a spread of $4.25 
to $7.80, the latter figure going for a 
drove of 956-lb. whitefaces from Henry 
County, Missouri. 

Desirable light mixed yearlings and 
heifers likewise reflected a healthy demand 
and other kinds, though les sactive, were 
mostly steady. Sales of yearling stock were 
largely in a spread of $3.25 to $6.25. 

Cows maintained an even trade with the 
previous day, beef grades going mainly at 
ss to $3, followed by canners at $1.25 

Prices for bulls were easily maintained 
and the top rated $2.75, while bulk of de- 
sirable offerings made $2.50 to $2.65. 

In the late cattle market veal calves 
were 50c lower. Late top $6.50. 

HOGS—-In the pre-holiday trade hog 
values were 10@i15c higher than yester- 
day’s best time. Trade was fairly active 
on light receipts, estimated at 9000 head, 
of which 2500 head were on direct billing. 
At 10 leading markets receipts were esti- 
mated at 77,450 head, against 81,021 head 
a@ week ago and 60,602 head @ year ago. 

Top was $6.05, given for a few lots of 
fancy butchers, with the bulk of good to 
choice 200-lb and up selections $5.85 to $6. 
Several jots of 180 to 190 Ib averages 
realized $5.50 to $5.75. After shippers and 
butchers had absorbed most of the supplies 
packers entered the field at rates a dime 
higher than the way they worked late yes- 
terday. Purchases included 175 to 190s, 
$5 to $5.40; 200 to 210s, $5.65 to $5.75: 
220s and up, $5.85. Thin and unfinished 
hogs commanded the usual sharp discounts. 

Initial sales and bids on pigs and light 
lights were 10c higher than yesterday's 
best time, with 120 to 1508, $2.85 to $4; 
160s at $4.35. Some 80 to 90 Ib pigs 
realized $1.75 to $2. 

Packing sows were stronger, with most 
$5.25 to $5.40. Medium-fleshed descrip- 
tions were quotable $3.50 to $4.50, with 
thin kinds $2.50 to $3. 

The late hog market was about the 
same as early. Packers bought two loads 
of good butcher hogs at $5.90. Bulk of 
day's sales $546.05. Light lights of 130- 
140 pounds sold at $3.25@3.85 and 160s 
at up to $4.40. Clearance good. 

SHEEP—Packers were bidding lower on 
an estimated offering of 1000 head at the 
sheep house today. However, nothing was 
done. At 10 leading markets supplies were 
around 28,500 head for a light run, com- 
pared with 13,954 head a week ago and 
26,313 head a year ago. 

HORSES AND MULES—Horses and 
mules maintained a generally steady level 
the curren tweek under a commission run 
of approximately 1000 head. The general 
mule trade is unusually good for this time 
of the year and all desirable classes moved 
freely, particularly cotton offerings 800 to 
1200 lbs. Although the market for smooth 
mouthed offerings is still not particularly 
good, there has been @ little improvement 
in ‘his kind.

Camp after 1889 published his 
selections in a weekly journal.

However 
there is no officially constituted 
or nationally accepted builder of 
All-America teams, today. 

Several groups of football 
coaches have undertaken the task 
with some success—more than an 
individual couid hope to have. But 
the impossibility of naming 11 
men as the very BEST in the 
United States, where now there 
are some 500 schools of collegiate 
rating maintaining football teams

INGRAM RESIGNS, 
ALLISON NAMED 
HEAD COACH OF 
CALIFORNIA U.

BERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 28. 
William “Navy Bill” Ingram  be- 
came a private business man today 
while into his shoes as head foot- 
ball coach at the University of Cal- 
ifornia stepped Leonard R. “Stur” 
Allison, a former star player at 
Carleton College, Northfield, Minn. 

In a shift so sudden that it sur- 
prised even Allison, the Executive 
Committee of the Associated Stu- 
dents accepted Ingram’s resigna- 
tion last night and promptly =  ap- 
pointed the man who has been his 
first assistant for four years. In- 
gram’s resignation stated that he 
was accepting “a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to become settled in private 
business life.” 

Ingram, who came to California 
four years ago from the head 
coaching position at the United 
States Naval Academy, made no 
mention in his resignation of recent 
grumbling among undergraduate 
and alumni groups over his team’s 
defeats during the season. 

It had been generally assumed 
that the great comeback of the 
California Bears in holding the 
coast champion Stanford Cardinals’ 
margin of victory to. 9 to 7 last 
Saturday had quieted the grumbliers 
and that “Navy Bill” would be at 
the helm again in 1935—complet- 
ing his contract which did not ex- 
pire for another year. 

The student committee and Dr. 
Robert Gordon Sproul, president of 
the university, expressed regrets at 
the resignation. Ingram did not 
disclose the nature of his business 
plans but it was reported that he

Bears Stronger on Offense Than 
_ Billikens, Figures Show, But 
St. L. U. Has a Powertul Detense

The old adage-maker opined that 
“comparisons are odious” and that 
description applies somewhat to the 
task which confronts one who es- 
says to truly compare the merits 
and demerits of the Washington 
University Bears and the St. Louis 
University Billikens who meet to- 
morrow afternoon at Walsh Sta- 
dium in what is, for both, the “big 
game” of the year. 

Naturally, figures, statistics of all 
kinds of previous games enter into 
any football comparison whether or 
not they are reliable as bases for 
determining strength or weakness 
of the contending elevens. 

These figures, applied to the 
Bears and Billikens, show several 
advantages in favor of Jimmy Con- 
zelman’s Washington team. For in- 
stance: 

The Bears, scoring in every one 
of their eight games but one, have 
scored 185 points, which is an av- 
erage of 23 per game. In _ seven 
games, the Billikens have scored 
only 52 points, or 7.4 per game. 

Each team has been’ defeated 
twice—the Bears py Illinois and 
Kansas and the Billikens by Mar- 
quette and Kirksville Teachers. 

St. Louis twice has been tied—by 
Illinois Wesleyan and Xavier of 
Cincinnati. 


On defense, the figures show that 
the teams should be rated even for 
the Billikens have permitted their 
opponents 40 points, or 56 per 
game, while the Bears have allowed 
the opposition, in one more game, 
45 points, or 5.7 per game. 

Teams Equal on Defense—On Paper 

With the defensive thus rated 
even—at least, that’s what the fig- 
ures show—there is a wide diverg- 
ence on attack. This is illustrated 
best by the only “common” foe 
played by the two—the University 
of Missouri. The Billikens had to 
battle all: the way to defeat the 
Tigers, 7 to 0, while the Bears 
romped over Carideo’s hapless team 
and won as they pleased, 40 to 13. 
These games would indicate the 
Bears as having a stronger attack 
by a margin of nearly five touch- 
downs, with the Billikens having a 
two-touchdown edge on defense. 
Write your own ticket as to the 
worth of these figures. 

One advantage, the Billikens will 
have. They will be the heavier 
both in the line and in the back- 
field. The St. Louis line, according 
to latest lineups, will average an 
even 200; that of the Bears, 190. 
The Billiken backs will average 175 
and those of the Bears 167. These 
weights give St. Louis, as a team, 
an advantage of about eight pounds 
per man.

When Missouri Had a Winner. 


N many other localities, how- 

ever, Thanksgiving still is the 
“Day.” In some of the Big Six 
cities and right here in St. Louis, 
Thanksgiving day still reeks more 
of football than of turkey. 

Missouri and Kansas still cling 
to their time-honored Turkey day 
clash, one which originated a 
long time ago. 


This writer saw the fourth one 
of the Missouri-Kansas _ series, 
played in Kansas City in 1895 and 
won by Missouri 10 to 6. The Mis- 
souri team was coached by “Pop” 
Bliss, an old Yale graduate and 
among the first of the college 
football graduates to break down 
the barrier that kept ’varsity men 
out of professional fields for so 
many years. 

Bliss, I believe, was a backfield 
player on the Yale team of 1892, 
which beat Princeton in that 
Thanksgiving day game in New 
York, mentioned above. 

Yale methods and some first- 
class rustling of players gave 
Missouri a great team that year. 
This writer handled publicity for 
three St. Louis games which Mis- 


souri played against Purdue, 
Northwestern and lIowa—all of 
which contests the Missourians 


won. Young and Shawmut were 
the backfield stars, and Pauley, 
the “village blacksmith” of Colum- 
bia and a young giant named 
Brigham were line standouts. 

As an example of recruiting 
methods in those days it may be 
mentioned that Brigham’s first 
appearance in Columbia was as 


a book agent. At the hotel there 
he made such a splendid appear- 
ance that inquiry ag to his iden- 
tity was begun. It revealed that 
he had captained the Worcester 
Poly team of Worcester, Mass. 
—at least I was told so by some 
of the men at the time. 

Two days later Brigham was 
on the Missouri Field in uni- 
form and, it was said reliably, a 
copy of his $5 book was on the 
liprary table of half the homes 
in Columbia! He became a great 
guard for Missouri and did much 
toward giving the Tigers their 
first real taste of football glory, 
if memory isn’t tricking us.

There were no sideline tele- 
phones to help check on plays and 
men, and no public address sys- 
tem to apprise observers of sub- 
stitutions and officials’ rulings. 

As a consequence there were oc- 
casional errors in the reports, the 
miracle being that things were 
ever wholly right.

HEARING HELD 
AT WASHINGTON 


Witness Declares Other 
Countries Will Seize 
Trade if American Aid Is 
Withdrawn. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28. — J. P. 
Grace, head of the shipping and 
merchandising firm of W. R. Grace 
& Co., said last night that if the 
Government disturbed its present 
ocean mail contracts American 
commerce with South and Central 
America. would be dealt a serious 
blow. 

At a night session of hearings by 
the Postoffice Department’s solici- 
tor to determine whether the three 
mail contracts held by Grace inter- 
ests should be modified or canceled, 
Grace said foreign shippers were 
making ready to seize American 
trade if aid to this country’s mer- 
chant marine through mail con- 
tracts were withdrawn, and added: 

“With our State Department 
working on trade agreements and 
with trade reviving in Central and 
South America, it seems to me that 
disruption of any of the facilities 
through which our foreign trade 
flows would be a particular misfor- 
tune at this time. 

“The Jones-White act under 
which substantial progress has been 
made is the mainstay of our mer- 
chant marine today. Unless the 
mandate of the act is sustained and 
Government aid is continued, it is 
my firm belief that, even if ade- 
quate subsidy legislation were 
passed within a year, our merchant 
marine and our commerce would 
have suffered a setback which 
would take 10 years to repair.” 

Vice-President on Stand. 

Preceding him on _ the witness 
stand was Harold J. Roig, vice- 
president of the Grace company, 
who said that if its mail contracts 
were canceled it would be “obvious- 
ly impossible to continue service” 
over the three lines now operating 
under mail contracts from the East 
and West Coasts of the United 
States to Central and South Amer- 
ica, the Canal Zone and Havana. 

Inder questioning by Grenville 


ests, Roig said that, counting the 
receipt of $8,284,928 in combined 
mail pay since the three Grace lines 
began operating under mail con- 
tracts, their aggregate profits had 
amounted to $1,788,431 until Dec. 31, 
1933. Without the mail pay, he said, 
the three lines—Grace Steamship 
Co., Grace Line, Inc., and Panama 
Mail Steamship Co.—would have lost 


The profit, according to his fig- 
ures, amounted to a return of one 
and one-half per cent on the com- 
pany’s investment in the three lines 
of $19,823,616 less depreciation. 

Other Countries’ Activity. 

Grace cited what he said would 
be the advantages to American 
commerce and to national defense 
in continued operation of the Grace 
mai) routes, but declared that En- 
rland and Japan were constructing 
“much more commercial tonnage 
than we are in this country.” 

“This of course gives them a su- 
premacy over us which may be se- 
rious if it goes on,” he said. “All 
the maritime countries are jealous- 
ly watching our mail routes. 
Should there be any withdrawal of 
mail support, foreign countries 
have the tonnage and with their 
lower cost of operations are in a 
position to force American tonnage 
off the berth.” 

He declared Grace mail contracts 
were “made in good faith between 
responsible parties” and _ that his 
firm had made large expenditures 
under them, one item being the 
construction of five new ships at a 
cost of more than $21,000,000.

MAXIMUM COTTON ACREAGE 
CUT, 25 PCT., SOUGHT IN 1935 


AAA Favors Still Greater Reduction From 
1928-32 Average, but Contracts With 
Farmers Forbid. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration will call on cotton planters 
to hold their 1935 acreage down 
to 75 per cent of the 1928-32 aver- 


e. 

This 25 per cent cut, which Secre- 
tary ~Wallace expects to announce 
this afternoon, is smaller than the 
40 per cent reduction sought for 
this year, but it is the maximum 
cut the AAA can make under exist- 
ing contracts. 

Officials are planning to increase 
“parity” payments, which go direct- 
ly to the actual producers of cotton, 
and to reduce rental payments, 
which are divided between landlords 


and tenants. This probably means 
1% cents per pound will be taken 
off rentals and added to parity pay- 
ments, making rentals 2 cents and 
parity payments 2% cents. 
Wallace’s announcement will fol- 
low a report showing that AAA 
payments to Southern farmers for 
controling production in 1934 to- 
taled $75,969,192 as of Nov. 22. Under 
the 1934 program, farmers actually 
reduced their acreage 35 to 45 per 
cent below the average for 1928-32. 
The AAA would like to effect a 
reduction larger than 25 per cent 
next year because of: the large 
supply of American cotton and the 
declining export deriand. However, 
it is restricted to this figure under 
a two-year contract with farmers. 


SURPLUS $4,123,000,000 
IN FEDERAL LENDING AGENCIES 


This Is Amount Which Morgen- 
thau Figures Can Be De- 
ducted From National Debt. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
Treasury says there is $4,123,915,- 
017 excess of assets over liabilities 
in agéncies wholly or partly 
financed by the Government and 
which have outstanding loans of 
$7,677,218,878. 

This excess on Sept. 30, de- 
scribed as the Government’s pro- 
prietary interest in these agencies, 
is the figure Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau has stressed 
as possible of deduction at some 
future date from the public debt of 
$27,231,000,000. 

The Government’s proprietary in- 
terest in agencies it financed whol- 
ly, such as the RFC and PWA, was 
given as $3,114,083,015, or the dif- 
ference between assets of $3,553,- 
196,025 and liabilities of $439,113,01s. 
This group had outstanding loans 
of $3,197,290,082 on the last day of 
September. 

In partially financed agencies, 
like HOLC and Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, Government assets 
were said to exceed Government 
liabilities by $1,009,832,002. This 
group had loans outstanding of 
$4,479,928,796. 


BRITISH ARMY DEVELOPS 
ONE-MAN “CRAWLER” TANK 


Designed for Attack on Machine 
Gun Nests, Device Is Knee 
High. 
LONDON, Nov. 28.—A new one- 
man tank, called an “armed 
crawler,” is being developed by the 
British Army. 
These tanks are designed for suc- 
cessful attack on machine gun nests 
and pillboxes—thereby freeing in- 
fantry from the immobility and ne- 
cessity for trenches. 
The crawler is only about seven 
feet long, less than a yard wide and 
stands only knee high. It is pro- 
pelled by a four-horsepower motor. 
Under fire the machine gunner will 
lie flat on the crawler and advance, 
with some hope of victory, against 
entrneched machine gun crews, his 
own machine gun firing as he goes 
forward. 
While this-type of machine is not 
speedy, it advances faster than a 
man can crawl, gives its occupant 
protection and is not such a con- 
spicuous target as the larger tank. 


BELGIAN CABINET IS ATTACKED 


New Body Criticised as “Double- 
Headed Golden Calf.” 

By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Nov. 28.— 
The new Cabinet of Premier The- 
unis was attacked when it pre- 
sented itself to Parliament yester- 
day. Oppositionists called the Gov- 
ernment—which includes five non- 
members of Parliament alleged to 
represent special = commercial 
cial inteersts — a “dobue-headed 
golden calf” and a “bankers’ gov- 
ernment.” One deputy declared it 
was an “economic dictatorship pre- 
paring to exploit the taxpayers for 
the benefit of the banks and elec- 
tric power companies.” 

Despite the attacks, Government 
circles predicted that when debate 
ends tomorrow, the Cabinet will get 
a vote of confidence, although the 
majority may be slight.

ACT AS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Suit Is Filed in Federal Court at 
Louisville, Ky., by Two 
Growers. °

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 28.—The 
Kerr-Smith Tobacco Control Act 
was attacked as unconstitutional 
and an injunction was suit to re- 
strain collection of its 25 per cent 
tax on growers who failed to sign 
the Government’s crop. reduction 
agreement, in a suit filed in Unit- 
ed States District Court here to 
day. 

The suit, filed in behalf of W. E. 
Frank and Oscar. Penn, Fayette 
County (Ky.) tobacco producers, do- 
ing business under the name of 
Penn Brothers, named as defend- 
ants Seldon R. Glenn, Collector of 
Internal Revenue here, and Mac 
Swinford, United States attorney. 

The petition alleged violations of 
the Constitution for the following 
reasons, among others: The Act is 
not a revenue measure and was not 
enacted for the purpose of raising 
revenue; it was enacted for the pur- 
pose of regulating, restricting and 
controlling acreszge and the quan- 
tity of tobacco raised; it constitutes 
an effort on the part of Congress 
to regulate beyond its power to do 
so under the Constitution. 


SENATOR POPE OPPOSES BORAH

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FRANGE AND ITALY 
EXPECTED 10 HOLD 
10 1922 NAVY PACT 


American Delegates at Lon- 
don Confident Powers 
Will Refuse to Join 
Japan in Denunication. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 28.—American 


quarters here are confident Japan 
will get no support from France or 
Italy in her denunciation of the 
1922 Washington naval treaty. 
American delegates to tri-Power 
naval conversations, which . are 
threatened with failure because of 
Japan’s insistence on naval parity, 


understand both Powers will back 
Great Britain and the United States 
in placing the responsibility for de- 
nunciation entirely on Japan. 

Tokio’s request for French and 
Italian support was made informally 
some time ago. The formal request 
was made yesterday. Great Britain 
and the United States have been 
similarly approached, but were not 
friendly to the proposal. 

The Washington treaty expires 
Dec. 31, 1936, but it has a provision 
for automatic extension unless one 
of the contracting Powers de- 
nounces it two years before its ex- 
piration. 

Meanwhile, Great Britain, through 
her Foreign Secretary, Sir John 
Simon, again declined to accede to 
Japan’s demand for naval parity, 
and there remained to settle, it 
seemed, only the question of the 
procedure involved in denunciation, 
expected soon. 

Some Compromises Offered. 
Admiral Isoroku Yamamoto, Jap- 
anese delegate, who accompanied 
Ambassador Tsuneo Matsudaira to 
the Foreign Office, indicated that 
Japan would compromise on many 
points of her original program for 
new methods of naval limitation if 
the United States and Great Britain 
granted her naval equality. 

Simon made it clear, however, 
that Great Britain still stands with 
the United States in desiring con- 
tinuance of the principles of the 
Washington treaty, including the 
5-5-3 ratio which makes Japan’s 
navy three-fifths the size of the 
British or American. 

Matsudaira also told Simon the 
Japanese were willing to outline the 
full technical details of their pro- 
posala if the British and the Amer- 
icans were interested. Simon will 
take the matter up with Norman 
H. Davis, of the American delega- 
tion. 

The Japanese have never given 
full figures to support their pro- 
posals for limitation of navies on 
the global, or total, tonnage basis, 
instead of by categories. Naval cir- 
cles presumed the British and the 
Americans Would give the Japanese 
an opportunity to make such ex- 
planations, although it was not ex- 
pected that the outlook for com- 
promise would be changed thereby. 

MacDonald’s Statement. 

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald’s statement in Commons, in 
which he denied that Great Britain 
would propose any Pacific pact to 
the United States, was regarded as 
having put the finishing touches on 
secret British moves recently to get 
Japan to agree to some new treaty 
guaranteeing the integrity of China 
and peace in the Pacific, in case 
there is‘no new naval treaty. 

The Japanese rejected the sug- 
gested pact, refusing to consider po- 
litical questions in connection with 
the naval conversations, so _ the 
British decided to carry the pro- 
posal no further and did not sug- 
gest it to the Americans. 

MacDonald’s statement, however, 
was interpreted as in no way in- 
terfering with the possibility of an 
Anglo-American accord on general 
naval policies if no new naval con- 
vention can be arranged.

BYRD SLEDGE AND TRACTOR 
PARTIES ARE HAVING TROUBLE 


Dogs in One Group Crash Through 
Crevasses Several Times; Weather 
Halts Flights. 

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 26 (via Mackay radio—de- 
layed)—Poor weather having can- 
celed scheduled flight operations, 
attention here today was centered 
on the progress of three ground 
parties now engaged in detailed 
scientific surveys in Marie Byrd 
Land. 

The three outfits—the marine 
Byrd sledging party, the geologi- 
cal sledging party and the tractor 
party—are penertating the Marie 
Byrd area on a front of 480 miles. 

The geological group this morn- 
ing was camped far to the south 
at the foot of Leverett glacier 
which streams out of the Queen 
Maude range. The Marie’ Byrd 
party was along the front of the 


Edsel Ford Range working slowly 


toward the coast and the tractor 
party was roughly half way between 
them, trying to gain the interior of 
this ice-domed land. 

The tractor unit is in the most 
precarious situation. For three 
weeks the two vehicles manned by 
five men have been trying to 
break through the crevasses with 
which the Ross barrier abounds, 
to gain the western margin of the 
Marie Byrd Land plateau. 

The geological party had trouble 
in an area of very long deep 
crevasses, many of them roofed 
with shallow bridges which repeat- 
edly let their heavily loaded sledges 
through. At one time three teams 
broke through such crevasses in 
quick succession. One sledge carry- 
ing all the scientific gear plunged 
into a deep pit, almost dragging the 
dog after it, while the first seven 
dogs in another team’ crashed 
through a thin roof and hung 
struggling in their collars over a 
bottomless pit as the drivers rallied 
round to haul them out.

PARIS, Nov. 28.—More than 600 
war veterans, many of them with- 
out arms and others without legs, 
blocked traffic on Paris boulevards 
for an hour last night in a dem- 
onstration for restoration of pen- 
sion cuts.

YUGOSLAVIA T 
INDICT HUNGARY 
BEFORE. LEAGUE 


Charge of Responsibility in 
Case of King Alexander’s 
Assassination Is Based on 
Three Points. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Nov. 28.—An _indict- 
ment of Hungary in connection 
with the assassination of King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia is to be de- 
posited late today with the League 
of Nations by the Government at 


Belgrade. 

A summary of the memorandum, 
as given by an authoritative source, 
shows that Yugoslavia deems Hun< 
gary’s responsibility results from 
the following three points: 

1. The choice of criminals was 
made on Hungarian territory, 
among terrorists who were length- 
ily prepared for the execution of 
such acts; 

2. These criminals were permit- 
ted to leave Hungary freely and 


were provided with Hungarian pass 
ports; 

3. The assassinations were the 
result of terrorist action inspired 
and aided during a year on Hun- 
garian soil. 

The summary charges that, due 
to the toleration and assistance giv- 
en by Hungarian authorities, the 
band was drilled and the terrorists 
were able to organize a school of 
crime in Hungary. 

“From this gang of organizers of 
murder was selected the execus 
tioner,” the memorandum declares, 
adding that the attitude of Hun- 
gary after the murders showed 
Hungary had neither interest nor 
desire “that the facts preceding or 
accompanying the crime be cleared

‘ County Relief Figures. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
IGURES just released by the St. 
Louis County Relief Committee show 
an expenditure for the month of October 
of $205,000, of which $20,000 was the cost 
of administration, leaving $185,000 for the 
45,595 individuals on relief. This amounts 
to $4.05 per person per month and, if the 
entire amount was spent for food, we ar- 
rive at an allowance of 4.35 cents per 
person per meal. 

Can any rational human being imagine 
that the farmers will find a market for 
their crops when one-fifth of our popula- 
tion is possessed of this sort of purchas- 
ing power? Or that industry will start 
up and furnish employment when the 
major indoor sport of the average family 
consists of figuring out the services and 
commodities it can dispense with? 

A relief program such as is indicated 
by the figures quoted is nothing short of 


THE INLAND WATERWAYS. 
Secretary of War Dern has cleared the air by com- 
ing out to the convention of the Mississippi Valley 
Association and asserting flatly that the Govern- 
ment is determined to see the inland waterways fully 
developed. 
There has arisen of late a great outcry against the 
inland waterways and the vast Federal expenditures 
upon them. It has come primarily from the rail- 
roads, which have found themselves confronted by so 
many competitive forms of transport that they are 
having difficulty holding their own. 
The favorite objection is that the inland waterways 
will never be used, which is as thoughtless as it well 
could be. It took the Mississippi Valley a long time 
to win Congress over to an inland waterways policy. 
A majority of the people of the United States Hive 
in the Mississippi Valley. It is a region blessed 
with the greatest river system in the world. The 
cost of water transport is approximately one-sixth 
the cost of moving heavy freights in any other way. 
As the valley develops industrially and commercially, 
this advantage will become increasingly effective. 

Mr. Dern told the waterways convention that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is in favor of developing all water 
communication with the great interior. The Presi- 
dent wants the Federal plan for development of the 
waterways to progress, and he wants the St. Lawrence 
opened to traffic between the Great Lakes and the 
Atlantic. This is to see the future prophetically— 
and have not the Proverbs told us that without vision 
the people perish? The United States is a young na- 
tion. Its development is in its infancy. To be blind- 
ed by any sectional or selfish interest in contem- 
plating the remaking of the Mississippi Valley is to 
fail in the chief function of statesmanship. 

We have never doubted that Congress would re- 

main steadfast in its inland waterways policy. Too 
many hard years were spent in the formation of that 
policy for it to be lightly abandoned. Nevertheless, 
it is heartening to have Secretary Dern bring to the 
valley the assurance that the relation of the Fed- 
eral Government to this fine civilizing enterprise is 
unwavering. It is the way of the world to laugh at 
all revolutionary things, but that has never dis- 
mayed human progress. One of the most cheerless 
and desolate spots in Europe is the little harbor at 
Palos, Spain. Yet it was from this port that Co- 
lumbus sailed to give history the New World. It has 
its counterpart in the humble beginnings of that de- 
velopment which is at last to use the wasted flood 
waters of the Mississippi Valley for human service 
and to adapt what nature gave us to the purposes of 
social progress. 
Mr. Eastman, Co-ordinator of Railroads, has said 
that all transport must be brought under Federal con- 
trol. We agree that it must, but we do not interpret 
this to mean that either Mr. Eastman or Congress 
has any designs upon those foundations which have 
been laid for the development of modern traffic 
upon the inland waters. The inland waterways pol- 
icy of the nation is of vital importance. It has to do 
with the lives of the augmented millions who are 
to live in this most fertile of all valleys. As yet, 
no more than its foundations are built. The super- 
structure will follow. It will not be in disparage- 
ment of the railroads or any other form of transport. 
It will be, as they are, a part of the whole great pat- 
tern of carrier service essential to the 100,000,000 peo- 
ple who are, so we are told, to live in time between 
the Alleghenies and the Rockies,

That Insull trial was a bang-up show. It was 
jammed with theater. The elements of tragedy pro- 
vided plenty of tension. The plot itself was too in- 
tricate for the audience, though here and there a 
super-Einstein may have picked his way through 
the arcana of fourth-dimension finance. 
And what an all-star cast! Dignitaries of church 
and state appeared and spoke their lines and van- 
ished. Notables of the golden age were cited. Plato, 
Socrates, Aristotle—a Plutarchian roll call. But 
there was one absentee.

The Old Counselor was not brought into the retribu- 
tive sequence to say that “they are all honorable 
men.” But they might at least have let him carry 
a spear. 
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THOUGHTS ABOUT SMOKE. 
That Monday evening smoke pall] that settled over 
the city occurred when wind velocity had slowed 
down to one mile an hour. Chicago has too much 
wind, St. Louis too little. Devoted as we are to 
Dizzy Dean, we would trade him to Chicago for a 
nice five or 10-mile-an-hour breeze, this breeze to 
occur from October to May at the times of day when 
St. Louis householders are firing up. This would 
solve the smoke problem and St. Louis would live 
comparatively happy ever after. 
Since we are in for another winter of smoke, how- 
ever, We may as well make the best of it. One cheer- 
ing note was sounded by Health Commissioner Bre- 
deck, who says the effect of smoke upon the human 
body is irritating and annoying, rather than vitally 
dangerous. Dr. Bredeck has been asked to write 
articles describing smoke’s deadly effect upon our 
respiratory passages, but he says he can find no sci- 
entific justification for such a belief. He even ad- 
vances the idea that carbon is beneficial in some 
cases of lung disease. Thanks for that, but most of 
us feel as if our valves need grinding. 
Another cheerful idea is advanced in the letter col- 
umn today, an ingenious correspondent pointing out 
that our smoke pall would make us, in time of war, 
proof against attacks by air. 
Over in the City Hall, a new smoke ordinance is 
brewing, based on the “orter be a law” theory of hu- 
man progress. Yet, according to Smoke Commission- 
er Bryan, 75 per cent of smoke can be traced to pri- 
vate dwellings using cheap bituminous coal. It is 
impossible to force the bulk of St. Louis citizens to 
use smokeless fuel. It is impossible to force them 
to fire furnaces scientifically. To send inspectors 
into private homes would not only be futile, but 
would cause an uproar that could be heard from here 
to Bessarabia.

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MATT KIMES’ VACATION. 

Matt Kimes won a reputation several years ago as 
one of the Southwest’s worst outlaws. He was iden- 
tified as the leader, with his brother George, in a 
long series of Oklahoma bank holdups. After his 
band had killed one deputy sheriff and seriously 
wounded another, one of the greatest manhunts in 
the history of the region resulted in the:capture of 
the two brothers. Matt got a life sentence, George 
25 years. Members of the gang rescued Matt from 
a county jail, and he resumed his criminal career. 
His next murder was that of the Beggs (Ok.) Chief 
of Police, and at the same time a woman with a 
baby in her arms was seriously wounded. Before 
Kimes was recaptured, his gang was alleged to have 
committed nine murders and a host of bank rob- 
beries. Finally taken by a cowboy posse and forest 
rangers, Kimes received another life term in 1927, 

This, in tabloid form, is the career of the man to 
whom Gov. Murray of Oklahoma has just granted a 
six-day parole for “good conduct,” to go quail hunt- 
ing. Today, armed with a shotgun, he is roaming 
the Oklahoma countryside. 

Is it any wonder that the country’s penal system 
has fallen into disrepute, that the parole system is 
widely condemned, that the people’s feeling for law 
and order is demoralized? 
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FOOTBALL STARS IN ECLIPSE. 

In the long roster of Notre Dame's great football 
players, the name of Frank Carideo is written high, 
but as a coach he has made a sorry showing at the 
University of Missouri. His three-year reign at Co- 
lumbia has been drab and dolorous, and the present 
waning season, it is predicted, will be his last. So, 
too, with Casey of Harvard, a flaming thunderbolt on 
the gridiron, whose resignation as coach is reported 
after an autumn of unbroken disaster that has re- 
duced the Crimson to a deep, funereal black. 

Other reversals have been recorded of coaches who 
have, in the past, directed dazzling teams but have 
drunk only the bitter waters in 1934. Howard Jones, 
at Southern California, on whom it seemed the 
mantle of Rockne had fallen, has anguished through 
abject afternoons, and the swelling wave of Michi- 
gan’s invincibility which Kipke rode to glory is nowa 
dim memory. 

Just what it takes to make a successful football 
coach is too elusive an intangible to be wrapped up 
in a definition and neatly and legibly labeled. The 
careers of Carideo and Casey would indicate that a 
star player is not necessarily a star preceptor, but 
how is the drop from excellence to mediocrity of 
Jones and Kipke to be explained? In baseball, it is 
widely held that the team makes the manager. The 
same dogma may possibly apply to football, namely, 
the material makes the coach, 
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AN ARMS INQUIRY IN ENGLAND. 

Sir John Simon’s announcement that the British 
Government would conduct an investigation into the 
munitions industry, similar to that under way in this 
country, is good news. Coming as it does just two 
weeks after the Foreign Minister had rejected the 
idea of an inquiry, the official reversal is a notable 
victory for public opinion in Great Britain. 

According to Sir John, the British investigation 
will seek answers to the following questions: (1) Is 
a state monopoly of armament manufacturing prac- 
ticable or desirable? (2) Would a world-wide li- 
censing system provide a remedy for the abuses we 
know exist? (3) What state action is possible to 
prevent improper pressure being brought to bear 
by armament makers on the governments of non- 
manufacturing countries? 
If the British Government wants to join that of 
the United States in a public service of high value 
to the world, it will dig deeply into the munitions 
business. Such watchdogs of the British press as the 
Manchester Guardian and the New Statesman and 
Nation can be counted on to do all in their power 
to make the English inquiry measure up to its op- 
portunity. 
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A COURAGEOUS STATESMAN. 
What appears to be a thrilling drama of high 
courage in public office is briefly outlined in news 
dispatches from Japan. The first one deals with 
the resignation of Finance Minister Sanenobu Fujii, 
who is suffering from physical and nervous break- 
down; the second with the appointment of his suc- 
cessor, Korekiyo Takahashi, 80-year-old veteran, who 
had been Finance Minister in six previous Cabinets. 
The militarists, who hold Japan in an iron grip, 
are responsible for Fujii’s departure and for the ap- 
pointment of his more tractable successor. Fujii in- 
curred their ire by his effort to prevent large in- 
creases in mflitary appropriations, and suffered 
vitriolic denunciation until he succumbed to illness 
and defeat. He also risked assassination, the fate of 
other Japanese statesmen who have had the hardi- 
hood to challenge the ruling clique. 
On what ground Fujii opposed the huge nmilitary 
expenditures Japan seems determined to make, we 
do not know. It may have been merely the prudence 
of a fiscal officer who, in the face of world-wide 
depression, was unwilling to plunge his country 
further into debt. Or he may have been thinking of 
the 7,000,000 Japanese peasants facing starvation be- 
cause of rice crop failures, and of the 60,000 little 
Japanese girls that have been sold into slavery by 
their parents because they could no longer be fed. 
Whatever prompted him, he did take a position 
he must have known spelled ruin for his political 
career. We salute him. 
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UNICAMERAL SENTIMENT IN IOWA. 
If two Iowa State Senators have their way, their 
State, and not California, will be the first to follow 
the example of Nebraska in setting up a one-cham- 
ber Legislature. The Iowa legislators, Mrs. Carolyn 
Pendray, a Democrat, and Homer Hush, a Repub- 
lican, have announced that.when the new Legislature 
meets, they will support a proposal to do away with 
lowa’s two-chamber Assembly and substitute a much 
smaller one-house body. The cost of law-making is 
a prime consideration in the State where the tall 
corn grows, for every two years its legislative bill 
runs to $350,000. Obviously, if Iowa can reduce this 
cost and at the same time secure the services of bet- 
ter qualified representatives, under conditions more 
conducive to efficient law-making, the people of the 
State will be the gainers. As Nebraska makes ready

ture, in 1933, the drivers’ license bill passed 
the House by a vote of 83 to 32, It seems 
logical to predicate our present discussion 
upon the basis of the bill as it was perfected 
in the House, which we can assume re- 
solved the issues in a manner acceptable to 
the divergent views. 

The perfected bill provides there shall be 
no fee charged for the drivers’ license, and 
that the expense of administering the law 
shall be borne out of the road fund. There 
is constitutional authority for handling the 
administration costs in this manner. Many 
students of the question conclude that it is 
in perfect accord with sound practice to al- 
locate a charge of this sort, which in the last 
analysis:'is directed at greater highway safe- 
ty, against the road fund, the revenues for 
which are originally derived from motorists 
themselves. 

On the other hand, it has been strongly 
advocated that a nominal fee sufficient to 
bear the cost of administration be made a 
part of the law, and experts have estimated 
that such a fee could be placed at 50 cents 
for a three-year license. 

The bill perfected at the last session 
does not provide for examination except in 
certain specific cases where the application 
shows the presence of some physical dis- 
ability that might prevent the applicant 
from driving a car properly and carefully. 
If an examination is required, its purpose 
is to test whether the applicant can drive 
properly in spite of his disability.

HE deaths from automobile accidents in 

Missouri are equal to a double funeral 

‘every day for the last eight yearg. Death 
comes to two, and serious injury to ‘ every 
day in this State—almost one every hour. 

Records compiled by the State Highway 
Department show that from May 1, 1926, to 
Sept. 30, 1934, automobile accident deaths in 
Missouri totaled 6860 and serious injuries 
were suffered by 70,675—a total of deaths 
and serious injuries of 77,535. This does not 
include thousands of minor injury cases, 
which, according to national statistics, ap- 
proximate 20 additional injuries’ to every 
death. 

Missouri motor car accident records for 
the past year disclose a steadily mounting 
toll of lives and injuries on our highways. 

These figures are appalling to our motor- 
ists, most of whom are careful, responsible 
drivers, who deplore the relentless, inex- 
orable toll constantly being taken. No words 
can too strongly describe the seriousness of 
the situation, and every possible remedy 
should be applied. 


Other states have acted with a measure 
of success in their efforts to curb the rising 
tide of motor fatalities and injuries. There 
is a remedy available to Missouri. The rem- 
edy, although it cannot prevent all accidents, 
has been proved by actual experience by a 
majority of other states to be the greatest 
restraint and deterrent yet devised to check 
the reckless minority of drivers who cause 
motor car accidents. 

This remedy standing available to the 
State, subject to the decision of the Legis- 
lature, is a drivers’ license law combined 
with a safety (financial) responsibility law. 
These two measures put the responsibility 
for safe driving squarely up to the indi- 
vidual driver. The measures are skillfully 
drawn so as not to impose added taxes or 
additional burden of expense upon the great 
majority of citizens, who are now driving 
their cars in a manner to avoid accidents. 

Regulation by requiring licenses for all 
drivers by the State is necessary because 
it is the only method of preventing a care- 
less driver from continuing to drive and 
causing additional accidents. It does this 
by providing for revocation or suspension 
of the right to drive a motor vehicle in the 
event the driver commits careless acts. 

The high toll of deaths and injuries can- 
not be reduced until we provide some means 
of taking the habitually reckless driver off 
the road and keeping him off until he learns 
how to conduct himself properly. 

Levying a fine for certain offenses has 
only slightly sobering effects, But tell a man 
that if he does not mend his ways and drive 
carefully, he will lose his license to drive, 
and you touch a vital spot. The influence of 
this impending penalty creates greater self- 
restraint and is a positive controlling fac- 
tor for street and highway safety, a factor 
that does bring the irresponsible driver more 
readily under control of the authorities.

It is mandatory for the Motor’ Vehicle 
Commissioner to revoke the license for one 
year upon conviction or a plea of guilty or 
bond forfeiture under charges as follows: 

1. Manslaughter resulting from the opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle. 

2. Driving while under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor or narcotic drug. 

3..Perjury under the license law, the reg- 
istration law or in connection with appli- 
cation for a certificate of ownership. 

4. Any crime punishable as a felony under 
the laws of this State or of the United States. 

5. Conviction or forfeiture of bail upon 
three charges of reckless driving, within the 
preceding 12 months. 

6. Failure to stop and disclose identity in 
an accident resultfng in the death or injury 
of another person. 

Upon suspension or revocation of a license, 
the driver has the right to appeal to the 
courts, whose finding shall be controlling 
upon the Motor Vehicle Commissioner. 

In addition, the law would provide that 
the Commissioner shall suspend a driver's 
license when the driver commits acts that 
bring him under the penalties of safety re- 
sponsibility features of the law. 

Safety (financial) responsibility is a joint 
enactment essential to obtaining the utmost 
value from the drivers’ license, and its con- 
sequent restraint in favor of careful driving 
by the motorist. It has three primary objec- 
tives: To provide an incentive for careful 
and safe driving and to control or eliminate 
the reckless and irresponsible operator; to 
compel those drivers who have demonstrated 
their recklessness to give proof of financial

It 
is a smart-looking tabloid in which 
you will behold members of the so- 
cially elite looking their most in- 
gratiating, bidding for your patron- 
age of advertisers whose wares they 
recommend. Some of the advertis- 
ers are newcomers in this territory. 
Some are national advertisers who 
always have had to be dealt with 
through national headquarters, but 
whom Mrs. Lambert managed to 
sell through their local representa- 
tives. 

Mrs. Lambert solicited, sold and 
closed the contract with each ad- 
vertiser with the exception of a 
few delegated to members of her 
assisting committee. She sold at 
the top rates asked for roto adver- 
tising as distinguished from ordi- 
ary news print and in the differ- 
ence between the usual charity rate 
allowed her by the Post-Dispatch 
and the top rat® paid by her cijents 
she made a profit which will al- 
most complete the Junior League 
budget for the year. Furthermore, 
she planned and supervised to a 
large extent the physical appear- 
ance of the section in which it will 
be noted blatancy is sublimated to 
artistic or pictorial effect. 

Her assisting Junior League com- 
mittee included Mrs, David R. Cal- 
houn, Miss Christine Jones, Mrs. 
Ralph Bixby, Mrs. William Schock 
and Mrs. Garneau Weld. But to 
Mrs. Lambert personally is attrib- 
uted the efficiency with which each 
transaction was wound up and con- 
cluded with two days’ time to spare 
before the dead line of going to 
press. “She never was late to an 
appointment. She never defaulted 
on a single line of copy. There 
were no tag ends to be gathered up, 
none of that last-minute telegraph- 
ing and telephoning all too inci- 


dental to such a campaign,” say the 
make-up men and mechanicians fi- 
nally responsible for the printing of 
the edition. It was Mrs. Lambert 
herself who conceived this idea of 
raising money for carrying on the 
League's charity projects when she 
became president this year. 

It was Mrs. Lambert, herself, 
who laid the proposition before 
the advertising manager of the 
Post-Dispatch and sold that cus- 
tomer first of all. The same 
scheme had been tried here be- 
fore with but little success, al- 
though admittedly it had succeeded 
in New York. There, for several 
successive years, the fashionable 
board of a popular charity has spon- 
sored an advertising section in a 
Sunday newspaper in which men 
and women of prominence have lent 
their names and faces to the en- 
dorsement of advertised merchan- 
dise and at each annual recurrence 
the edition looks more prosper- 
ous. Maybe similar co-operation by 
the influential Junior League chap- 
ter in St. Louis would be effective 
in breaking down sales resistance 
of potential advertisers here, our 
executive agreed. No harm in try- 
ing, anyway. It would be enough 
if members of the Junior League 
and their friends lent their names, 
photographs and influence to the 
enterprise, but, of course, the actual 
detail work of selling and contract- 
ing would have to be done by staff 
experts. 

Here is where Mrs. Lambert, hav- 
ing sold her idea, had to begin 
again and sell herself as_ solicitor 
and saleswoman. At the beginning 
she was furnished a list of pros- 
pects—to which she promptly add- 
ed a list of her own—and an escort 
of a regular salesman armed with 
the various contracts setting forth 
the prospective advertisers and 
the newspaper’s interests and obli- 
gations. But very soon, in the 
quiet, resposeful, dignified manner 
for which from her debutante days 
this young matron has been noted, 
Mrs. Lambert announced, “I see 
how it is done,” dispensed with the 
escort and assumed every phase of 
each transaction herself. As one 
after another the folios containing 
complete copy and pictures, with 
contracts signed on the dotted line, 
all matter assembled, no _ detail 
missing, began arriving on schedule

Yellow Gold Is 


Newest Vogue 
For Jewelry 


Even Watches and Wedding 
Rings Are Shown in Once 
Popular Metal.

.HE gold rush is on. Jewelry 

counters are the mecca of the 

women who think it is very 
smart to bedeck themselves with 
the yellow colored metal. Even 
watches and wedding rings have 
begun to take on the golden glow. 
The watches, by the way, have re- 
turned to the old round shape.

Whether your new vanity is of 
gold, silver or of enameled metal, 
you must see that it has a*real 
stone setting. An interesting assort- 
ment which several shops have 
placed on exhibition includes came- 
lian, jade, turquoise and onyx set- 
tings. The stone has the central 
place of honor on the top and if the 
case is made of gold or silver col- 
ored metal you will find some enam- 
eled bands that are the same color 
as the stone. 


Clips of unusual design continue 
to appear. Quite original in their 
motif are companion pieces that 
consist of inch squares with one 
corner turned under. The metal is 
white, but this doesn’t impress, be- 
cause the clips are completely cov- 
ered with rhinestones.

Twelve oranges, two lemons, four 
quarts of water, eight pounds sug- 
ar.

NLESS St. Louis parents are 
[J Prepared to discard all of the 
old toys that are scattered about 
the house they should not take the 


children to the toy departments. 
When Jack gets one look at the 


streamline automobile that is 
equipped with balloon tires, the 
model which was his pride last 


Christmas will seem very old-fash- 
ioned. Jill, likewise, won’t be able 
to keep house with a stove that has 
an out-of-date color scheme, dishes 
that aren’t of the newest color of 
glass, or a doll that is not dressed 
in the height of fashion. 

Santa Claus’ toy shop has gone 
completely modern. Streamline ef- 
fects are in style. Not only do the 
automobiles, trains, fire trucks, ve- 
locipedes, and wagons have a more 
swanky appearance, but rocking 
horses, doll buggies and roller 
skates have the new silhouette. The 
sturdy squareness of design which 
characterized the majority of play- 
things in recent years has been ig- 
nored and in its place, Saint Nich- 
olas has introduced long, sweeping 
lines with curves that are strictly 
1934 in their inspiration. 


Playroom equipment, including 
furniture, shows the influence of 
the modern school of decoration. 
Chairs and tables follow the trend 
that is important in home furnish- 
ings. Metal is featured extensive- 
ly. Black and white color schemes 
are recommended. Desks and 
drawing boards have disappearing 
devices that are very up-to-date. 
Even a streamline merry-go-round 
has been introduced, and it is one 
that can be used not only indoors 
in the winter time but outdoors 
during the summer months. 
Everywhere there is evidence 
that when the little folks of the 
household settle down to examine 
carefully what Santa Claus has 
brought them on Christmas morn- 
ing, they will be very disappointed 
unless it smacks of modernity.

A train that runs by electricity on 
a small steel track not only must 
be patterned in exact replica of 
those which have made speed his- 
try during this year but must have 
the aluminum appearance. A re- 
mote control device makes it possi- 
ble for some of the trains to move 
both backward and forward. 
When a small boy is operating 
one of those popular dump or 
wrecking trucks he wants to be 
able to sit on it and guide it. Many 
comparatively inexpensive toys are 
built sufficiently strong for this 
purpose. His little red wagon not 
only must have the streamline front 
but lights that are built into the 
front.

Some 
stand 22 inches high. Retailers de- 
clare that there is more interest 
now in the cloth than the composi- 
tion doll, much of this being on 
doubt due to the lightness and the 
prettiness of the models. 

A collection of foreign dolls will 
delight the small housekeeper who 
is interested in variety. These have 
their complete wardrobes, indica- 
tive of the type of dress that is 
worn in the country represented. 

Among the sets of dishes that 
will inspire many parties in the 
piayroom are those of the new col- 
ored glass which have novelty nap- 
kins as part of their equipment. 
Here again is evidenec of the mim- 
icry of the adult as toddy sets are 
included in the showings. 

The old method of “playing 
show,” when odds and end of fin- 
ery were snatched from old trunks 
in the attic undoubtedly will be a 
lost art of childhood. The new 
moving picture machines and ma- 
rionette theaters are much too com- 
plete to give make-shift acting a 
chance. A puppet show which a 
child can operate is a fascinating 
plaything.

find much interest in a new movie 
machine equipped with rolls of 
films. Inserting one and turning a 
handle result in the production of 
popular rhymes in picture.

Curried Turkey. 

Heat one quart of milk to just 
below the boiling point, then 
add a grated fresh coconut or 
a can of grated coconut, reserv- 
ing milk. Set this in a cool 
place for two hours. Fry a 
large chopped onion with a ta- 
blespoon of butter, a finger of 
green ginger, and a clove of 
garlic. Next, while stirring 
constantly add one and a half 
level tablespoons of curry pow- 
der and the coconut milk and 
one cup of stock. Cook this 
mixture for 20 minutes, stirring 
constantly so that the curry 
will not burn, then a pinch of 
brown sugar is added. Heat the 
milk and coconut again, then 
add the curry mixture and stir 
until it comes to a boil. Strain 
and squeeze through cheese- 
cloth. Mix one tablespoon of 
flour and one of cornstarch 
with a little of the strained 
liquid and stir until dissolved, 
then add to the remaining 
liquid and cook until thickened. 
Add cut-up turkey and heat 
thoroughly. Serve in center of 
fluffy boiled rice. With this 
pass a compartment dish with 
Chutney, grated fresh coconut, 
Bombay duck, grated peanuts, 
sieved hard boiled eggs and

For malaria, also, new drugs have 
been introduced. New drugs for 
urinary infection, for neuralgia, as 
antidotes for various poisons, for 
heart disease, have established 
themselves as valuable remedies. 

In the field of immunity, the 
most notable thing has been the 
replacement of toxin-antitoxin vac- 
cine for diphtheria by diphtheria 
toxoid. Vaccines for infantile par- 
alysis are not yet sufficiently per- 
fected to have a place.

In glandular therapy there has 
been great activity, although the 
practical results have not eome 


up to expectations nor to the value 
of the theoretical considerations. 

In dietetics the great activity is 
shown in the study of the vitamins, 
and has altered the entire face of 
this subject. The practical value 
of the knowledge of the vitamin is 
of the highest degree of impor- 
tance. 

The department of physical ther 
apy also has shown great improve- 
ments, especially in the application 
of the electrical method of treat- 
ment called “diathermy.” 

Psycho-therapy has shown a con- 
servative trend with the reawaken- 
ing of older methods of rest and iso- 
lation and a turning away from the 
extremes, at least of the method -. 
Freud and his disciples. 

In special subjects the greatest 
activity is seen in the diseases due 
to hypersensitiveness, or allergy, 
and in diseases of the blood and the 
circulatory system. Those who are 
especially interested in allergy are 
doing noble work. They are getting 
results, and it looks as if the more 
cumbersome methods of the past 
will soon be replaced with those 
which are both more practical and 
more easily applied by the general 
practitioner. 

The introduction of liver extract, 
and especially the liver extract to be 
given hypodermféally, has stimulat- 
ed an intense interest in diseases of 
the blood. Along with the use of 
radiation and a description of hith- 
erto unknown diseases, such as 
sickle cell anemia and agranulocy- 
tosis, this field has become increas- 
ingly efficient. In diseases of the 
circulatory system, the heart and 
blood vessels, the intensive use of 
methods which were established 10 
years ago has brought up many a 
problem, the discussion of which 
will help to make this department 
of medical treatment one of the 
most efficient in scientific medicine. 

So, although all about us there are 
complaints and doubts about the 
future, and apparently insoluble 
problems of social and economic 
importance, through all this dour 
period science has kept hammering 
at its work, and we may truthfully 
say that we have still a great dea! 
to be thankful for.
